Shops were 
established at the various head- 
quarters in which cobbler:, dress- 
makers, barbers, cabinet makers 
and others were engaged at their 
own trades, working for the un- 
employed. Carpenters, plumbers 
and electricians were also avail- 
able for bome repairs No money 
was paid for the work and no 
wages were received The use of 
fishing vessels was obtained and 
120,000 pounds of fish were caugbt 
last fall and winter and were 
distributed to the unemployed 
Arrangements were made with 
farmers by which the unemploy- 
ed went out end dug up potstoes 
and gathered apples and pears 
thet would not have been mar- 


keted, and eight carloads were 
secured for relief supplies by the 
unemployed themselves. The right 
was obtained to cut trees for fuel 
on scrub land The wood was 
brought to town in trucks obtain- 
ed from the unemployed or bor- 
rowed from private firms. The 
wood cutting was resumed last 
spring and enough fuel has been 
secured to supply all the unem- 
ployed of Seattle during the com- 
ing winter 

In all this work no wares were 
paid. Materials and equipment 
were often obtained upon request 
from private firms. The unem- 
ployed were helping themselves 
to the best of their ability. There 
was enterprise and rescurceful- 
ness and good management in 
their various activities and a fine 
spirit of co-operation. A system 
of barter has been set up between 
the League and some of the 
farmers of the State of Washing- 
ton who found difficulty in mar- 
keting their products The lat- 
are exchanged for shoes, 
clothing and lumber produced by 
the League's shops and factories 
and a lumber mill, the use of 
which the League has secured. 
Rent free homes are also secured 
for the unemployed in a number 
of cases, by providing the skilled 
workmen to put rundown houses 
into good repair for their owners.

This represents 
wholesale prices and no wages 
paid for distribution In Winni 
peg the weekly food supply for a 
family of four or five is $422, and 
in some Ontario cities it is high- 
er.

And apart 
from the pleasure received by 
the unemployed and their fam- 
ilies, the fee of 25 cents charged 
to outsiders, provides + small 
fund for the purchase of mater- 
ials or equipment for their vari- 
ous enterprises. 

This self-help scheme has been 
developed by men who felt that 
they could not live in idleness 
upon the relief provided by the 


public. It has kept them em- 
ployed. hes enabled them to 
maintain themselves to @ very 


considerable extent, and tas pre- 
served their spirit of independ- 
ence and self-reliance. The same 
scheme has been adopted in half 
a dozen other cities in the state 
of Washington.—Winnipeg Free 
Press.

PASADENA, Calif, Oct 21— 
Theories of General Crocco, Italian | 
aviation leader, for the. develop- 
ment of airplanes to race through 
the stratosphere at 1,000 miles an 
hour will be tested in miniature 
here by professors of the Gugger.- 
hein Aerodynamic Laboratory and 
Mechanical Engineering Division of 

the California Institute of ‘sccn- 
nology 

The plane would be powered by a 
new type of jet propulsion engine, 
being a combination of principles 
of rockets and internal combustion 
engines. 

General Crocco's proposed engine 
would be a hollow cylinder running 
lengthwise through the centre ot 
the plane, looking something like a 
fish with its mouth open. 

A funnel-shaped intake, with the 
wide end out, would permit air to 
enter at the rate of 1,000 miles an 
hour. Theoretically this would com- | 
press the air, which would generate 


a heat of 500 degrees centigrade, 
the heat igniting fuel which would 
be fed continuously through jets. 
The pressure of the air in the nar- | 
Tow part of the cylinder would | 
furnish the combustion chamber, | 
where heat would be about 1,500 
| degrees centigrade. 


CANCEL DUMPING — 
DUTY, GASOLINE 


OTTAWA, Oct. 2I—An important |

States. For some time complaints
